Dear Brother, 

IS H o u L D think myfelf wanting in af-* 
ftdlion and grautuJc, did I not favor you 
with the particulars of every thing deki ving 
notice, during the approaching Siege; but 
circuui {lanced as I am» and being conilantiy 
under arms^ or with working parties^ many 
i^attcrs of a trifling nature, willcfcapemy 
knowledge; you will therefore not expeif); 

tbiis Journal to he elaborately filled with tri- 
vial daily occurrences, bat depend upon rc> 
<;eiving a full account of every tranfad:ion of 
a.public nature; Tuch as the enemy's. rooti* 
ons, firings; veflels engaged, taken, cfcaped, 
failed, arrived; batteries erected, deftroyed^ . 

A council of war being held yefterday, at Sept. 
the Convent, at which the field officers and 12th 
. i^val commanders afliiled, it was refolved 
- unanimouliy, 

^mi^". uiyitizcQ by GoOglc 
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i779ananimoufly, to commence a cannonade on 
rpt.the enemy, and accordingly this mornini; 

(having previoufly withdrawn our advanced 
guards from Bay Side, and Forbcs's) we o« 
pencd our battirlcs on tl^r enemy, beginning 
ac Rock Gun down to (he Mole Head^ em- 
ploying every gan that could poffibly bear 
upon them. An ofiicec's lady, whom ciiri-r 
ofity had ekciced to the batteries, was pnpou- 
riigcd to dilchargc the firll gun^ and having 
taken the lighted match, (with m intrepidity 
not peculiar tc) the lex) Gen. Eliott, proiic an* 
ced in a true heroic ilyle Bruons ilrike 
home**, and immediately every battery and 
. angle bellowed with rage^ and foamed witl^ 
dedrut^ion

At the firft difcharge our £hot dropped 
ihort, Co that their advanced guards had 

liiue to efcape to their lincb, and their pre- 
cipitate retreat almod occalioned a t^eneral 
laugh, to view the Dons tumbling one over 
another, as they fled from the ihowers of 
(hot. When the enemy had reached their 
line?, we give more elevation to our guns^ 
and Fort Barbara and St. Philippe received a 
heavy cannonade, nor were any part < f the 
Spani(h lines ncgled:ed. As 1 came up the 
llreet abjut two hours after, from Watcr-^ 
porr^ (havmg been the piccediag day and 
night on duty at that poft) I could net but* 
rcaurk the timidity and fearful apprclicniion' 

' pidttired in the countenances of tne inhabit 

taat^./ 
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tants, as^ they were held in expeiftauon of 1779 
as furious a return from the enemy. TheSept. 
Jews and Jcweflcs exhibited the moft de^ 
fcriptive amaa^ement, accompanied with fig- 
nificaat (hnigs^ and eyes railed to the ikies ; 
with oimble fleps they took ihelter at the 
fottthward^ leaving their houfesand effeAs» 
(except fuch as were .of convenient cafnagc) 
expoled to the dangers that mail have enfutd 
had the enemy opened upon us. About four 
in^ the afternoon we began to throw ihcUs 
into their forts, and the enemy who had ie« 
cured ibmc indifferent ihelter from our ihot^ 
llfw found tbemfelves moft inconveniently 

^ annoy cd» as we often perceived that they 

* appeared in diforder. 

A heavy and mceflant fire all night. The 13th 
enemy appear to be in motion, and our ex- 
pectations lead us to imagine that, about 
aoQn they will return the compliment. The 
ftarful inhabitants^ who iheltered at the 
ibuthward, cannot be perfuadcd to return^ 
but ieem liappy in their minds, that they 
are out of the reach cf the foe. 'Tw.us ob- 
ierved .to-ic'ay, that their forts have received 
i)m^ damage from our firings.

l779fqaadrods of horfe; they appear to be about 

ScpUr6,ooo men, including the Catalan troops; 
they are beginning to carry fafcines and ga- 
bions to their Une$, fa that it is beyond difJ 
pute they mean to return the fire. Wiicn 
we firft received the account ^ June 21ft) 
from General Mendoza, Oommandant at 
Santa Roque, of the commencement of hof* 
tilities, between their Catholic and Britan-* 
nic Majeiticsy itoccaiioned a general rumour 
in the garrifort ; the go^^ernor and officersr 
aflcmbled on the Grand Parade, and every 
tongue vras employed in deliverini; -their opi- 
nious : Our advanced guards and lines were 
reinforced, and detachments of the picquets 
fcnt to the wtrakcfi: places, as we conciudcii 
that the enemy would endeavour to furpnze 
the place. 

Hoftilities being thus commenced. Gen. 
Eliott^ with the advice of the navel com- 
mander, iffued letters of marque, to feyeral 
privateers' in this port, who immediately 
went out and captured fomc ioiall prizes, 
with wine, brandy, and other neceilaries^ 
that will be much wanted : but on the 26th 
of July, pon BarccUo, with two line oi bat- 
tle fliips, two frigates, one xebetf, and Ifeveral 
galleys, anchored off Cabritta Point, to keep 
the port blockaded. Our craizerd were un- 
der ihc neceflity of returning to the bay, and 
are now laid up, as the enemy ard ever 
watchful of their motions, and our force is 

too 
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too "weak to offer an oppoiition.. It is cvur^iyy^ 

rently rcpoiteti that Spain's intention is, bySept. 
famine^ to oblige us to fUrrender ; you may 
therefore conclude, that while the enemy * 
remain matters of the Straits of Gibraltar, 
our iituation will be exceedingly difagreesu 
ble,. and we (hall be greatly necellitated for 
refreihments. 

Our Governor is indefatigable hi Improv- ^ 
ing the works, particularly thoic on the 
heights of the hill, moft convenient to annoy 
the, enemy and prevent their approaches* 
The unthinking part rcflcdt upon htm, for 
being fparing of the provilion, and taking 
part of the merchants ftofes for the king's 

The enemy are very aflidious ; many work 20th 

ing parties employed, bat we cannot form 
any judgment of what they are doing. To 
day a fettec, that feemingty flood for the bay, 
with wind at VV, wascondudted byBarcclIo's 
cruiiers to Algaziras This circumftance 
makes us rather uncafy, as wefeaf thatmany 
more will (hare the fame fate.

OtL withftandmg, they completed their opera*- 
tion, and this morning expo(ed to our view 
. th ree new batteries, two of fourteen and on? 
*of fevcn guns, conftrufted for playing upon 
our lines, LanJport and Waterport. 

30 th No profpcdl of relief; Wc begin to think 
England his forgot that fuch people are ia 
exiftance. The enemy are quiet^ but ex- 
ceeding watchful, and labour much at their 
approaches ; wc cannot form any judgment 
of what they are dcin^ : We keep up a ^rc 
upon them. 

This day the Peace and Plenty privateer 
being chafed to the eaflward by a frigate 
and two row gallies, wind at S. E, unfor- 
tunately run aihore betwcon the Devil's 
Tower and Fi^rt Barbara. Our bmicrics 
commenced a brifk cannonade on the fort*- 
and difmbij^nted feveral of their guns, but 
notwithdanding, the enemy poured into her 
a prodigious quantity of round and g^pe 

fliot; thc boatfwain had his ri^^ht thigh fhot 
oil. and died foon after* . The captain iind* 
ing it impbffiblc to get her off the bed of fand 
where ilic had run aground^, and grape ihot 
coming in a continual ihower from the ene- 
my, he a.'ul his crew having took out a icvv 
things ia their hand» abandoned her and came 
in atLandport. She was detached by General 
Murray from Minorca to view our fituation, 
and &e if any fuppUm w«r^ Q^nw from Eng- 
land,

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lund. Shi^ h<:d tikcMi fcvjral prizes to thci779 
eatlward^ and relates that the truop^s at Mi- O^tj 
norc i arc in :;jud health, and waiit nothin"; 
but cloathin^. 

The cDcmy kept all ni^ht a fire upon thcjtft. 
unfortunate privateer, they have greatly (hat- 
tered her hull and rigging-, fo tHat ihc will 
never be fit for fca again. The enemy feem 
to he making preparations for a Vigorous at- 
tack, they have begun iui iiiing Teveral bomb 
batteries. Our hrc is viithout inter miflioo,^ 
which theenemy patiently bean Sevcialot 
ourhouiizcr Ihclls fell among their worii- 
imn: parties and killed a great number. Ge* 
ncfdl Eliott continues to increalc the lora- 
fications ; and working; parties from each 
regiment in the garrifon, arc employed in 
eredting traverfes in different parts ot the 
ftrccts to ih-Iter the troops, and inhabitants, 
from th€ enemy's (hot whciicver ihcy open 
their batteries. We have not received any 
fupplies cither frora England, Portugal, 
Tarrgier, Tetuan or Minorca, nor has a iiiip 
•appeared but the Peace and Plenty ftanding 
for the bay 4 The Spani(h crui^sers keep 
hovering in the pfiiui^. We wait the arrival 
o£ a fleet with impatience.

Dear Brother, 
1 779 nr^ HE enemy latl night fired a carcafs into 

Nov. Jl^ the privateer which lufi aground the 
30Ch ult. and in a few hours flie was coafuni^ 

ed. The enemy gontiuue to work, and we 
continue to fire. Proyillon is getting extra* 
vaL^aiuly dear and fjcarcc : Fifli :^nd flour are 
the chief fuppon of the inhabitants. A ftnail 
ilring of filh, (about the fiste of a large fprat, 
eight in number, cods hveor fi^ riais^ up- 
wards of two (hillings Engliih. 

This day the bakcf* Ihut their doors, and 
delivered the bread ihrq' a wicket^ prottdled 
by a u J, as the crowds were fb preffing, 
that they were under the apprchenfioii of 
.their houfes being pulled down*-r*the flour 
they hav^ in hand will not lall» according to 
computation, more than two months. Ant. 
Smiiie, a capital Genoefe baiter, affuredmc, 
he liadonly 18 barrels of fiour to ferve hirn* 
felf, family, aiiJ public. The Gover- 
nor has ordered them to bake but a iUpulated 
quantity daily. 

It is really grievous, to fee the fighting 
of the people for a morfel of bread, at a price 
not to be credited by thoic who never knew 
hardihip or their country's fervice. Men 
wrclUing, Wf^men intieating, and children 
crying, a jargon of all languages piteouHy 

pouring 
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pourhg forth their complaints . You would r jj^ 
think fenfibiUty would (hed a tear \ but yetlNiov. 
when we are in* equal diiVrefs ourfelves^ our 
Icclings for others. rather fubfidc. Compai^ 
iion is very extenfive but ielf-prefcrvation 
ihuts oat all condokment. 

This d ly arrived a two-decker from the6th^ 
weft, ^nd anchore d befween Cabrirta and the 
battery at Alga;(iras* Several fmali craft alfo 
arrived. 

Every thiii? continues quiet— the eaemyi^th* 
keep bufily at work at thtir bomb batteries^ 

Sailed a friga:e fr m Algi^ziras to Ccuta. 

1 his morning we obitrved the enemy had 28 th 
rcccillcd their working parties frcni tl^c lines 
and that they were iorniing forahcations, 
extending from Fort St. Phriiipe to Point 
Ne .ro, as a defence and Ci vcr ft»r their . 
camp \ this gives us the alluring he pes that 
Aey have fume intimatio n of our fleet being 
^ fea. It would be a glorit us fight to fee 
them routed and th^ir c m p dellioyt-d. Our 
batteries are not idle, bur keep a v ell di« 
reded fire on their fr'rtsand latt appi caches.

Our Governor 
has humanely ordered the Dirci^or of the 
hofpital^ to ferve out d^ily to the furgeons 
of the feverai corps ^ one pound of onions 
for every ten men^ and two lemons or oran- 
ges for every man in the ^curvy. This, it 
is hoped; will contribjuite greatly to their 
pure.
